Fifth Biennial Convention of 
the Alabama Association 
of the Deaf in Mobile. 


Echoes of the State Conventions 
of the Deaf are pouring into the 
Journal columns from all direc 
tious, indicating that this is a great 
year for get-togethers among the 
deaf. Alabama is yet to be heard 
from, and probably one reason why 
a report of the great Convention 
held in Mobile, July 6th to 9th, has 
not appeared in the Journal before 
this, is that to do justice to it would 
™®ke a story that would fill the four 
big pages of this paper, some being 
left over for the next issue, thereby 
crowding out Chicago and New 
York, which to those all-important 
centers would be just about the same 
thing as blotting out the sun. The 
following write-up is therefore 
necessarily abbreviated. 

The expectant crowds descended 
on the Bay City for the Fifth Bien¬ 
nial Convention of the Alabama As¬ 
sociation of the Deaf by all available 
means of locomotion, some of them 
coming hundreds of miles by auto. 
They came not only from all points 
in Alabama but from other States — 
even from far-off Michigan, and the 
welcome they got was worth travel¬ 
ing across the country to enjoy. 

The visitors, numbering about 
fifty, were tendered a reception on 
the evening of July 5th in the par¬ 
lors of the Battle House, the con 
vention headquarters, one of the 
finest hotels of the South, and the 
manifest enthusiasm, and exclama 
tions of delight from these present, 
made the throng seem like five hun¬ 
dred. The crowd had no sooner ad 
journed to the cool hotel veranda to 
enjoy the brisk breeze from the Bay 
than Mobile’s hit was complete — 
everybody was glad to be there and 
sorry f or the stay at homes—some of 
them in the " hot and sweltry’’ (by 
comparison) north. 

The officiul welcome was deliver¬ 
ed the following morning at the Y. 
M. C. A. Auditorium, where the 
convention held its sessions, by 
Commissioner Harry T. Hartwell, 
whose address shows such rare ap¬ 
preciation of the silent folks on the 
part of a leading public figure that 
it is herewith given entire. 

Commissioner Hartwell’s Ad¬ 
dress. 

“ I have been signally honored, 
in fact I really have become distin¬ 
guished in having been selected to 
deliver this address of welcome to 
the Alabama Association of the 
Deaf. When it was announced that 
I was to address this splendid as¬ 
sembly many of my friends came to 
me and stated that they had always 
realized that I enjoyed the distinc¬ 
tion of being a marathon talker, but 
this was the first time that they had 
learned that I was sufficiently scien 
ttfic to talk to the deaf. So I am 
happy in fay new vocation and I am 
glad to know that I have reached 
the point in life where I speak your 
language. It is gratifying to me to 
have had the privilege extended of 
Welcoming you to Alabama’s only 
seaport, and we want you to feel 
that while you are in our midst that 
you are one of us, and that we are 
exceedingly glad to have you as our 
guests. 

" Mobile is an historical old city and 
Is often referred to as that which re¬ 
sembles a brilliant jewel embedded 
in a gorgeous setting. It is the 
heart of the storied southland. It is 
the gateway to the great undevelop 
ed tropic shores beyond the Mexi¬ 
can Gulf. It is where Southern 
chivalry fought for a lost cause. 
We have served under five flags and 
I am happy to say we are now serv¬ 
ing the sixth, the flag of our Great 
American Merchant Marine. And 
it is upon this point that I want to 
dwell with you for a moment that 
you may take a message back home. 

" The Port of Mobile is your sea¬ 
port. It is an integral part of the 
State of Alabama. It is to our State 
Government what the University of 
Alabama is, and the University of 
Auburn. If is a part and parcel of 
our entire existence, so in the deve¬ 
lopment of this splendid harbor we 
have a great work ahead, and it is 


your work as well as mine, for as 
your seaport grows, so grows the in 
dustrial and commercial interests of 
the State. God has blessed us with 
many, many natural advantages 
The opportunity still lingers for us 
to take advantage of them. While 
it is true we have a late start over 
our sister State, Louisiana, for they 
have expended more than twenty- 
five million dollars within the last 
seventeen years in the developing of 
the terminals at their only seaport, 
New Orleans, and to-day it enjoys 
the distinction of being the second 
port in this country in export. 

“So with our vast mileage of 
navigable waters throughout Ala¬ 
bama, and with the people of the 
State awakening and realizing what 
these opportunities means to our fu 
ture development, we more thorough¬ 
ly realize the importance of pushing 
ahead, driving on. With this great 
mechanical genius, Henry Ford, at 
Muscle Shoals, with the expenditure 
of ten million dollars at your sea¬ 
port in the buildiug of modern ter¬ 
minal facilities, and with a bridge 
stretched across the delta from Mo 
bile to the shores of Baldwin County, 
Alabama will then have reached its 
millennium, aud we are going to 
change the old slogan from 'Here 
we rest,’ to ‘ Yonder we go’.” 

The Commissioner, whose job of 
running Mobile keeps him very busy, 
put in a somewhat tardy appearance, 
but was finally ushered in by the 
alert Chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements, Mr. D’Arcy Wilson. 
The honorable gentleman was in¬ 
troduced by Mrs. Clarance Scars- 
brooks, the vice president of the As¬ 
sociation, who presided in the ab¬ 
sence of the president, Mr. D. M. 
Huffman. 

The address of welcome was nice¬ 
ly interpreted by Mrs. Annie Phil¬ 
lips, a daughter of deaf parents, Mr 
and Mrs. John Decell, until recently 
of Meridan, Miss. Before bowing 
himself out the Commissioner turned 
over to the assembly with the keys 
of the city, his tug, ” Hukey,” on 
which the guests had an enjoyable 
sail that afternoon. 

Responding to the address, Mr. J. 
H. McFarlane expressed in a mea¬ 
sure only the appreciation of the 
magnificent hospitality shown the 
delegates—it was impossible to say 
more than a fraction of the uifce 
things about the entertainment 
afforded by the Convention town 
that it really deserved The truth 
is that Mobile, with its wonderful 
water facilities that make it a world 
port, and the big heartedness of its 
people, is an ideal place for a Con¬ 
vention—a National Convention— 
and Atlanta, 1923, which aims to be 
the ” best ever,” will have to set a 
fast pace to beat the one recently 
held in Mobile No National Con¬ 
vention of the deaf in the memory of 
a number of the oldest Nads or 
Frats, who were at Mobile, ever put 
a better brand of entertainment than 
was enjoyed there. 

Fittingly injected into the opening 
session was the State soug, " Ala¬ 
bama,” which was impressively 
rendered by Mrs J H. McFarlane. 
As few of the readers of the Jour¬ 
nal are familiar with thisjgem, it is 
passed along, as follows :

No program of a convention of the 
Alabama deaf would be complete 
without something on it by Mr. W. 
S. Johnson, who is always the most 
couspicuons figure at gatherings of 
the deaf in this State. Mr. Johnson 
knows the history of the deaf from 
away back, having attended the first 
convention of the National Associa¬ 
tion of the Deaf and other National 
and State gatherings of the deaf in 
many parts of the country. His 
subject at the Mobile Convention, 

” Impressions and Reminiscences,” 
was therefore very appropriate. He 
began his address at the fifties or 
sixties and talked right dowu to the 
present, enlightening his fascinated 
” optience” with things not found 
in books-mostly incidents pertaining 
to the Alabama School for the Deaf, 
which was founded by his brother, 
Dr. Joseph H. Johnson. 

The high esteem in which Mr 
Johnson is held by the Alabama 
deaf, was manifest in his being 
presented a handsome amber-headed 
umbrella by the Silent Club of 
Mobile during the Convention. Mr. 
C. J. Daughdrill, an old pupil of 
Mr. Johnson’s, made the presenta¬ 
tion. 

There was so much to enjoy out 
of doors in the Bay City in the 
limited time of the convention, that 
the regular program of the affair 
was every properly confined to the 
mornings, while it was in session, 
excepting the closing business ses¬ 
sion, which was held on the evening 
of July 7th. Most of those in at¬ 
tendance came for a good time whe¬ 
ther they took in much speechifying 
or not, and they got what they came 
for in good measure. 

The second session of the conven¬ 
tion was to have been featured by 
several ” addresses of moment,” but 
owing to the prolonged discussion 
evoked by one of them, a number of 
the speakers ou the program are yet 
to be heard from. We trust that the 
cold storage facilities are good at 
their homes and that they will bring 
forth their efforts at our next con¬ 
vention in good condition. 

Rev. H. L Tracy, of the Missis¬ 
sippi School for the Deaf, who this 
summer has made a swing around 
the circle in the interest of the N. 
A. D. and the N. F. S. D., deliver¬ 
ed a stirring address on " The Why 
of It.” His subject at first proved 
mystifying to those who were un¬ 
familiar with the famous ” If not, 
why not, ” slogan, which he pressed 
home with good effect, declaring 
the reason for the faith in him as a 
life member of the N. A. D. At 
the close of his address !the advisa¬ 
bility of making the Alabama As¬ 
sociation a branch of the N. A. D. 
was discussed and a motion was 
passed to that effect. The matter 
will be brought up again at the next 
convention of the association, when 
the committee appointed to amend 
the constitution of the Association 
makes its recommendations. The 
chances of the Alabama Association's 
becoming a permanent branch of the 
National Association look good in 
the light of the crowning event of 
the N. A. D. to be held in Atlanta 
next summer. 

A contribution to the Atlanta Con¬ 
vention fund was started at this ses¬ 
sion, and it is expected that at the 
final count Alabama will be right in 
the front of the procession in this 
matter. 

The doing of the final session of 
the convention are summed up in the 
following report from the Mobile 
Register. 

“ The second day of the fifth bien¬ 
nial convention of the Alabama As¬ 
sociation of the deaf was turned over 
to the business side with the election 
of new officers, passing of various 
resolutions aud the changing of the 
name of the organization upon affi¬ 
liating with the National Associa¬ 
tion of the Deaf. 

“ Chief of interest was the elec¬ 
tion of new officers to replace the 
present incumbents, one of whom 
was re-elected. The new officers as 
chosen are: William F. Grace, of 
Talladega, president; Mrs. J. H, Mc¬ 
Farlane, of Talladega, vice-president; 
John G. Chunn, Birmingham, sec 
retary ; J. W. Brocato, treasurer. 
Retiring officers are: D. W. Huff¬ 
man, Birmingham, president; Mrs. 
Scarsbrook, Orrville, vice-president; 
Herman Harper, Birmingham, sec¬ 
retary ; J. W. Brocato, treasurer. 


" The report of the secretary upon 
the last convention, held two years 
ago in Montgomery, was read, the 
proceeding of that gathering being 
read and approved. The report of 
the treasurer, J. W Brocato, show¬ 
ed the association to be in good fin¬ 
ancial condition, and the auditing 
committee, of which John G. Chunn 
is chairman, verified his report, stat-

Theprincial event iu Seattle late¬ 
ly was the Fiat automobile party to 
Snoqualmie Pass, July 30th. It 
proved a greater drawing card than 
its piouioters has any idea of. The 
plan was for the deaf on both the 
east aud west sides of the Cascades 
to go iu automobiles by way of 
Snoqualmie Pass and meet at Lake 
Keechelus, a few miles to the east 
of the summit of the pass. Over 
sixty people came from the west 
side, including hearing relatives 
and ftieudsof the deaf. Four hired 
cars left Beattie Sunday morning 
and there were ulue or ten private 
oars from different places, iuolud 
iug Seattle, Everett, and Renton. 
Between thirty and lorty people 
came from the different points on 
the east side, including Yakima, 
Wenatchee, and Elleuburg. 

Unfortunately, what would other 
wise have been a most enjoyable 
outing was tnaired by a serious 
accident. One of the Seattle hired 
cars, while turning a curve, Nkidded 
off the road and rolled over an 
embaukinent. All of the eight 
occupants were thrown out and 
severely bruised. It In a wonder 
that no oue was killed. The occu 
pants of the car were Mr. and Mrs, 
Fred Kuhn, Dr. aud Mrs. Olof Han 
sou, Mr. J. T. Bodley, all of Seat¬ 
tle; Miss Addie Medley, employed at 
the Vancouver School, and a lady 
from Missouri visiting iu Seattle 
Mrs Hodge of La Plata, and the 
driver, Mr. Arthur Allen of Seattle, 
an experience jitney driver. 

Dr. and Mrs. Hanson were most 
severely injured and were placed in 
a car aud taken to Renton for emer¬ 
gency treatment. Mrs. Hauson was 
stunned and taken out uucouNcious 
She was severely bruised on the left 
side of her head, her left eye closed 
aud swollen and her neck stiff 
Dr. Hanson’s right arm was broken 
near the the shoulder. The other 
injured were taken a few miles fur 
tlier on to the hotel at Lake Keecho- 
lus, aud a dootor summoned from 
Enuinolaw. Mrs. Hodge had a rib 
broken, and was bruised about the 
mouth and face. Mrs. Kuhn suffered 
an injury of the back. Mr. Kuhn 
was bruised about the body. Miss 
Medley was bruised in the face and 
chest. Mr. Bodley was bruised on 
I 


the neck and body. The driver 
was severely cut on the leg, requir¬ 
ing nine stitches by the doctor. All 
the injured will recover. 

The road where the accideut 
happened is narrow, barely room 
for two cars to pass each other. It 
is cnt out of the hill side on oue 
side and filled iu ou the other side, 
with no guard on the filled side on 
the cmves. The car was going 
slowly along the edge when it 
skidded and upset aud rolled over. 
It is said that the skiddiug was 
due to soft gravel, which gave way 
when the heavy car came ou it. 
The car turned completely over one 
full turn aud then started on the 
second turn, when it was stopped by 
log. The oocupants of the oar, 
however, did not stop, but were 
thrown clear of the car among the 
logs beyond. The car was a com¬ 
plete wreck. 

The brother of Mr. Adams, of 
Rentou, did the most to help those 
injured. He first took Dr. and 
Mrs. Hanson to Renton, fifty miles 
from the wreck, and then returned 
and brought Mr. and Mrs. Kuhu, 
with such of his family as he could 
accommodate, while some of the 
members of his family had to re¬ 
turn in other cars. 

The arrangements for the trip 
were in charge of Mr. A. W. 
Wright. It was a trip that will 
not soon be forgotten, but all are 
glad that it did not turn out worse. 

Mr. Cyrus G. Fawkuer, of 
Minneapolis, has been iu Seattle 
several mouths enjoying himself and 
the climate for which our city is 
famous.

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August 12, 1922—Upon 
return Tuesday from Fort Wayne we 
fouud the below account of the pic¬ 
nic given for the benefit of the In¬ 
diana Home for the Aged aud Iu- 
flrm Deaf sent ou by our friend, 
Mr. Nelson I. Snyder. “ A frieud 
iu ueed is a friend indeed” was well 
illustrated by a good crowd from 
Cincinnati and other neat by 
points of Ohio. 

Wife and I left Dayton, Suuday 
morniug, a little after nine o’clock, 
for Glen Miller’s Park, Richmond, 
Indiana, where a picnic was sche¬ 
duled for that day by boosters of 
the proposed Home for the Aged 
and Iufiriu Deaf of Indiana. There 
was a sprinkliug of rain when we 
left, aud as we proceeded the rain 
beoause mote geueral, making the 
day very unpromisiug for au out¬ 
ing. Before we were entirely out 
of Montgomery County, however, 
the suu peeped out of the clouds 
aud wiuked at us. We bliuked at 
him in return and said “Ten- 
Shen.” Little by little the sky be- 
gau to clear, aud a little after 
eleven o’clock, our auto went 
through the park Arch, and stop¬ 
ped beside< Mr. and Mrs. Ed. P. 
Binkley, who were trudging their 
way to the place selected as the 
eudezvous for those who hear uot. 
We hailed them as a God-send and 
made room for them in the auto to 
guide us to the right spot. Arriv¬ 
ing there, we were pleased to meet 
quite a number of Buckeyes of our 
acquaintance of Lang Syne, among 
whom were Mr. aud Mrs. Rodney 
Bradley, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Wodley, Chester Nott aud Allen 
Green, of Hamilton ; Mr. aud Mrs.

building is au accomplished fact 
Mike Hoar, and Gilltuan Sheley, of 
Indianapolis ; Ike Kiser, Cam¬ 
bridge City ; Mrs. Eva Bixler, of 
Mariou ; Chas. McCloskey, of Law 
renee. Of course, our old 
friends, Mr. and Mrs. John Boyd, 
of Cambridge City, were there, ami 
about the entire deaf population of 
Richmond, aud immediate vicinity 
were in attendance—in all there 
were about 150 on the grouuds. 

It was not until after one o’olock 
when we were told to fall to and 
eat. There were half a dozen or 
more long tables laden with viands 
of the choicest variety, each family 
having brought a well filled basket. 
After ample justice was done to the 
repast, the orator of the day, Mi 
Robert McGregor, of Columbus, 
was introduced by Karl Mather, 
Chairman. Mr. McGregor’s address 
was listened to utteutively and 
much enjoyed. He told of the ob¬ 
stacles at first of gettiug the Ohio 
deaf interested in the Home for the 
Aged and Infirm Deaf, aud how the 
interest gradually grown warm, cul¬ 
minated in a reality. It was work, 
work, work, aud nothiugtelse that 
made the Ohio Home what it is to¬ 
day. Indiana has a far better 
beginning them had Ohio, he assert¬ 
ed Mr. Bierhaus took the stand 
after Mr. McGiegor retired, and 
told bow he remembered of listen¬ 
ing to the latter’s lecture in Indiana 
years ago on the subject of a Home 
for the old nud feeble aud gave him 
the credit of stirring him up to a 
realization of its worth-whileness, 
aud since that time he has been 
trying to push this project along 
the best he knew how. 

Mr. Jutt followed Mr. Bierhaus 
aud gave his imprussiou ot the 
Archibald farm, which he had visit¬ 
ed, and declared it a very desirable 
place for the proposed Home, the 
soil being fertile and every thing in 
apple pie order. 

Mr. Bierhaus again came forward 
and gave his report as treasurer. 
The total amount in his care now 
exceeds $17,000, most of which 
bears six per ceut. He will endow 
a room. 

Mr. Aichibald told about his or¬ 
chard. He has been workiug on it, 
and improving the farm iu general 
The orchard has quite a number of 
young trees, which iu a year or two 
will bear abundant fruit. He is not 
charging a ceut for his labor, the 
Home will have the benefit of all 
the improvements after he turns it 
over to the Board of Trustees. 

Mr. McGregor gave much credit 
to Ohio Ladies’ Aid Societies for the 
success of the Home, and suggested 
that Indiana ladies organize similar 
societies iu the various cities of the 
State. 

Mrs. Bixley, of Marion, said that 
there was such a society in her city 
and that it had been iu existence 
for three years. Much sewing 


been done for the proposed Home, 
and she has been waitiug for it to 
be built. Said there was only one 
other society, but hoped more would 
be organized in good time 

Mr. Frazier displayed his skill as 
au artist. He drew quite a uumber 
of faces of different nationalities iu 
a clever way. 

The picnic netted the Home at 
least $60, about all of which was 
donated. Altogether it was a fine 
awakening in the interest of 
humanity, and the seeds sown at 
this picuic promise to bear ex¬ 
cellent results in the future. 
Another meeting is scheduled for 
August 27th, at Acton, and a large 
attendance and much interest is 
anticipated.
